A PHILOMATH TRAGEDY.

MRS. E. B. DUTCHER SUICIDES BY
POISOMING.

A Pathetic Story of a Cruel Hus-
band aud a Blighted and Miser=
able Home.

The peacefal, dreamy little town of
Philomath had its usual quiet rudely dis-
tnrbed last Saturday afternoon by a re-
port brought in that & fragedy had oc-
curred at the home of E. B. Dutcher, a
recen! arrival, and the evidence pointed
to murder. Investigation bronght out
the fact that Mrs. Dutcher had died
from poisoning and the circumstances
surrounding the case demanded the at-
tention of the coroner. Justice E. R.
Brysou of this city, was summoned, and
proceeded to the Dutcher home, four
miles southwest of Philomath, where he
empanelled the following jury aud pro-
ceeded with the taking of evidence:

The statements of the hushand and oth-
er witnesses, brought out a pathetic sto-
ry of domestic unhappiness, a home
where father and mother had long since
ceased Lo love and where respect for each
other had dwindled into mere tolerance,

There was no evidence, a8 has been
published, to implicate the husband in
the woman’s taking off. That is mno
phyeical violence or mysterions methods,
no act which would bring him withia
the grasp of the law,

That his * harsh treatment and cruel
coldness are resposible for his wife's
rash act is beyond: question, and that
she was in a meastre responsible for her
condition is also in evidence. On the
stand Mr. Dutcher showed scant re-
spect for his wifes“memory, and his tes-
timony shocked the spéctators by its al-
most brutal coldnesd.™

Mrs. Dutcher, Whom it appears had a
most nervous disposition, had made
repeated attempts upbn her life, and at
‘the time of her death was suffering from
the effects of carbolic acid poisonjng tak-
en twelve days bef ore.

Datcher testified that on the morning
of the tragedy he had risen first, as usual
and after lighting the fire, went about
his chores. His work cempleted, he
found breakiast prepared and on the
table. A glass on the table gave evi-
dence that his wife had eaten a raw egg,
a8 was her cuetem since taking the car-
bolic acid, which had made her mouth

Datcher
replied that she didn’t like to live on a
ranch, She wanted lo be in s city,
where she could fool around buying fan-
cy drygoods and get icecream and candy,
But when they tried city life she
expressed a desire to live in the country,
which she considered s better place for
her children. She was irritable and
nervouos, and had fits of despondency and
cryiogepells. Doctors had advised him
not to humor her at these times, and he
used to scold and curse her. and she
would end the matter by sttempting
suicide,

"Twas the old story of & woman whosa
nature called for sympathy and devotion
and kindness, from a husband who had
none of it to give her. He had never
struck her, except on one occasion some
few weeks ago, when she had agzravated
him by -swearing in the presence of
their children against his protest, and
then he had slapped her.

Dr. Newth, who had been called to
nssist the woman when she had attemp-
ted her life with carbolic acid, testified
that he believed her death was due to its
effects and the feable comdition of her
bealth resulting from mental torture.
‘He was aware of Duateher’s disrespect for
his wife and her aversion for him. When
summoned o her bedside on the occa-
sion of her attempt at suicide he had
met Dutcher who said, “‘You needn’t
Y going there, that's my wife.

THIRTY YEARS AGO.

Not Since That Time Have Oregon Fars
mers Had Such Conditions to Contend
With.

The unusnal summer rain that has
just passed is unprecedented for at leasta
period of 25 years in the history of Ore-
gon. A great many of our old pioneers
and Ovegonians tell of a time about 30
vears ago when there was a lafge Au-
gust rain—so much in fact that the
standing grain, that which was ecut and
all that was exposed to the weather’ was
totally roined. The rmin fell for
weeks, not steadily but at intervals, and
daring the intermissions the grain was
taken from the fields and hauled to the
warehouses, barns, sheds and any
place where a sheller eould be found.
Here it was stirred and stirred by the
anxious farmer doring the many long,
weary days while the little rain drops
pattered en the roof or beat a tattoe on
the window-pane.

That was thirty vears ago and prob-
ably Oregon has been all these years in
getting her climatic cendition the same
as it was then. She evidently did it and
the present rain was the result. The
records of the state weather burean cover
a period of 29 years, and those rocords
fail to show any weather even approxi
mating that which has prevailed this
month, which proves that such spells
are only spasmodic with Webfoot at this
time of the season. In August, 1806,
rain fell from the 1st to the 6th, but it
was followed by warm, clear weatler;
in 1891 rain fell on the 13th and 14th and
again from the 26th to the end of the
month ; in 1879 rain fell from the 20th
to 381h inclusive, There are the omly
years on record having any unusual
weather, hence this year is an unprece-
dented one. Since the rains began on
the 9th from 1 to 3 inches of rain has
fallen.

Harvesting fall sown grain is prac-
tically at a stand still.

Within a week
after fair, warm weather sets in, .the
spring grain will be ready to harvest
The rains have put the soil in good con-
dititton and plowing has already com-
menced.

Grass which had commenced to dry
up, has been revived, making the Becond
crop of clover as promising as the first
crop turned out to be.

Potatoes have an excellent growth and
a large erop appears to be assured. Gar-
den produce of all kinds has been great-
Iy benefitted by the rains and good gar-
den crops are assured. The omion crop
of Washington county is superior to that
of former years,

Hop grewers repork their hops in better
condition than ever before. There are
fewer lice than for years. The vines are
clean and healthy and are well filled
with burrs or cones, The rains have in-
creased the gize of the burrs, o that un-
less adverse conditions prevail, an extra
good clean Liop erop will be secured,
Lice are fewer than they were one week

ago.
Peaches are ripening in the southern
